the 50-50 law has long been an 
integral ~art of our national 
maritime policy. It simply 
provides that half of govern- 
ment-financed cargos must 
travel. abroad on American- 
flag merchant ships — with 
the important qualifications 
that the law applies only 
when these ships are avail- 
able, and the rates they offer 
are reasonable, 

There has been considerable 
opposition to the law, on the 
grounds that it imposes a bur- 
den on American producers of 
exported commodities. In par- 
ticular, the claim has been 
made that it is doing serious 
damage to farmers. 

Happily, that claim has been 
conclusively refused by an 
organization which speaks for 
the farmer with an authorit- 
ative voice -- the National 
Grange. It has passed a reso- 
Sution which says: “The Na- 
tional Grange considers the 
American merchant marine an 
indispensible link to foreign 
export markets for United 
States farm products. We, 
therefore, support the policies 
previously adopted by our 
government to place Ameri- 
can ships serving essential 
trade routes on a basis of 
competitive equality with for- 
eign merchang fleets and as- 


sure U. S, merchant ships a 
fair and equitable share,
